I^e then asked: "Did 
you have a conversation with Commo- 
dore Schley on July 4, some time dur- 
ing the morning between 8 and 12 
o'clock on bis flagship at Santiago, 
In the course of which you used lan- 
guage as follows: 'Did yon know that 
Jack Philip started to run away at lli< 
beginning of the battle?' and to which 
Commodore Schley replied: lou are 
mistaken about that, Evans; I saw 
nothing of the kind. The Brooklyn 
made a turn and yon must see the 
tactical situation that made It neces- 
sary?'" "I do not remember being 
on lioard the Brooklyn o nthe fourth 
of July. I think it was the 6th at 
Ouanatanamg I am quite positive l 
waa not on board the Brooklyn off 
Santiago but once and that was a 
long long time before that. As to the 
conversation, I never said anything 
to the effect that Captain Philip had 
run away or attempted to run away. 
On - thinking orer H'^aat* nlght,i what 
did occur with reference to the Tex- 
as, I think Commodore Schley and I 
difCUSfed the position of ..in i i-xas 
when the fight began. The Texas was 
lying with her head to the east when 
the engagement began and ihe turn- 
ed with atirtoard hMm and- headed 
off in the same (UrectU» as the rest 
of us. She flred first with her port 
battery, and then put her helm to star- 
board and headed in the same ilnec 
lion with the rest of the suips. I 
think that question I discussed with 
Commodore SAIey. I eimtfot' be tare/ 
but that I ever intimated laat Cap- 
tain Philip attempted to run away

Denies the Conversation. •

London, Oct. 1. — A correspondent 
gives many additional Intereetlng de- 
tails concerninK the statement pub- 
lished In the Huilapest Hlrlap and re- 
produced and confirmed by the Mag- 
yar Nemxeet, the Hungarian semi-of- 
ficial organ, to the effect that Austria 
and Hungary will decline to renew 
the commercial treatiea with Ger- 
many on the basis proposed by the 
Germans. 

The statement, which was given in 
the form of a communication from 
pro0|iinent Berlin politicians, says 
that the Hungarian premier, Kolo 
man De Szell, in conjunction with th.' 
Austro-Hungarian minister of foreign 
afl'alrs. Count (loluchowskl, and the 
Austrian government, have intimated 
to the German government that no 
treaty of commerce can be concluded 
with Germany along the lines of the 
pro.lected German ( ustoni.« tariff. .M. 
De Szell has stated that he opposes 
the projected German tariff in order 
to maintain Che peace of Europe as 
well as to protect the economic inter- 
ests of Hungary. It Is also asserted 
that M. De BseH's action may save 
from disaster the German imperial 
chancellor, Count Von Buelow, who 
would rejoice to be reacued from the 
tariff dea dlock.

Imprisoned Miners, Running With 
Air Current Instead of 
Against If, Met Their 
Beatb Half Way. 



▼fotoria, B. C, Oct. 1.— Seventeen 
men are dead a.-i a r>;-ult of a lii" and 
explosion in Extension mine Xo. 2, 
belonuing to tb< Wellington Cuinery 
company. The flames started from a 
curtain which caught fire from a min- 
er's lamp. 

The dead: George Southcomb, tlm- 
berman. married, with family, resided 
at I.adysmitli, a native of Australia: 
Eugene Giidin, limberman, married; 
Welsh, manager of the Lady- 
smith baaebail club; John )>atterson, 
miner, married; James Watson, min- 
er, married; Michael Dolan. min<r. 
married: William Pollo(k. miner, 
single: E. Lynd. miner, married; John 
McCallum. miner, married; K. Black- 
ley, miner, single; E. Hazel, miner, 
single; Frank Mottlaha, pusher, sin- 
gle; Charles Noye, pusher, single; 
Archibald Reeves, pusher, married; 
Boyd, i)u~h< r; Ham- 
ilton, pusher, single, Antonio I'e.-^cet- 
(elll, miner, single. 

The fire broke out at the bottom of 
level number 8 and was communicat- 
ed across the slope by one of the cur- 
tains. In half an hour the whole 
slope was on fire. Re?<( uers flocked 
to the mine and reached the place 
where the nlin^r3 bad been at work, 
but the men had gone, running with 
the fresh air instead of agalnat it in 
an attempt to get out by the accus- 
tomi (1 route, thus meeting death half 
way. While the reseuers were at 
work several explosions occurred. 
When it was realized that the men 
could not be saved, a strong force 
started to choke the mine, but their 
work was undone by a terrific expl.i 
Slon which blew down the barricade. 
A little later the fanhouse burned. 

James Thomas, a rough rider, had 
a thrilling escape. He was riding 
down the slope, and, seeing the fire 
coming. Jumped off the car and ran. 
George Southcomb and Eugene Grif- 
fith, timbernieii. c alled to him to fol- 
low them, but he ran on up the .slope 
for 1,000 feet to its mouth and barely 
escaped with bis life. The other men 
were overtaken by the flames and 
perished.
